‘ Express Petition Denied. 

Following the order of the rail- 
road commission séveral months 
ago, granting the American Railway 
Express company a general increase 
of 12% per cent in rates, another pe- 
tition was filed by the corporation 
asking for an additional 15 per cent 
on the ground that the United 
States railroad labor - commission 
had granted a large increase in 
wages. 

This action of the express com- 
pany..created much- comment at the 
time,. and it. was lat pointed out 
by the petitioners that the inter- 
State Commerce commission had 
Sranted an additional increase of 
13 1-2 per cent to the original 121-2 
per cent on account of the labor 
board's decision. The petition of 
the corporation was, therefore, 
aménded s0.as.to conform with the’ 
decision of the interstate commercé 
commission.

Theft of Liquor 
Laid to Officers 


By Former Owner 


Two Officers and Alleged 
Confederate Are Indict- 
ed, and True Bill Found 
Against Man Making the 
Charges. 


Charged with stealing 87 quarts 
of rye whisky in an alleged “fake 
seizure of an automoblle carrying 
liquor,” City Police Officers ‘Lon 
Terry and O. M. Howell and Griff 
Freeman were indicted. by the Ful- 
ton county grand jury Tuesday for 
simple larceny, while the men 
whose booze wag taken, Clarence 


Harp, who was a witness, was also 


indicted for having “spirituous liq- 
uors” in his possession. 

Terry and Howell are still mem- 
bers of the police force, but a spe- 
cial called meeting of the board of 
police commissioners to try the two 
men on charges preferred by Hart 
has been called for Wednesday 
night. 

According to Hart, he had prom- 
ised to sell Griff Freeman a large 
quantity of rye whisky. Freeman, 
he says, came to his house at the 
corner of West Peachtree and Hun- 
nicutt streets in an automobile to 
get the liquor, and loaded nine 
cases of it in the car. Just as he 
had fi ed loading, he claims that 
Officerg@ Terry and Howell appeared 
upon the scene, told him to “beat 
it,” put two cases of the liquor in 
their own car and told Freeman to 
drive on, the police car following 
the one driven by Freeman. 

Hart makes the charge that the 
two cars proceeded to Bellwood 
section, where Freeman was given 
his freedom and the seven cases of 
liquor, while the police took the 
remaining two cases to the police

Reports reach- 
ing the center of Dublin.during the 
evening indicated that virtually the 
whole military establishment in 
this district of Ireland was em- 
ployed in maintaining this cordon. 

Late in the- evening, the strict 
guard placed around the city made 
absolute the paralysis of traffic in 
and out of Dublin, which was begun 
when orders were issued on Sunday 
suspending all railway service. 

Raids by Soldiers. 

In the meantime, soldiers were 
conducting scores of raids thr’ ugh- 
out the city, reports reachirg news- 
paper offices showing that all 
classes and types of résidehces and 
other premises were being searched. 
From early in the morning this 
work went on, and reports came in 
quick succession of scores of raids 
which were attended by more than 
the usual amount of incidental 
clashes. It seemed certain that 
many casualties had marked the 
day’s activity. 

The thoroughness with which the 
cordon about the city, was drawn 
and raids conducted, led those in 
close touch with the situation to 
believe the military authorities were 
determined to arrest the parties re- 
sponsible for the murder of four- 
teen oficers on Sunday, Streets in 
the downtown section of Dublin 
were thickly peopled: early in ‘the 
evening by small knots of citizens 
who were discussing the situation 
and expressing fear that th2 reign 
of terror had not ended. As a con- 
sequence of the advancement of the 
curfew’ law to 10 o’clock, however, 
the crowds soon dwindled and a 
little after 9 o’clock there’ was 
Scarcely a person abroad. 

An atmosphere of distrust and 
suspicion was noticeable on every 
hand yesterday and last night. 
Travelers on trains, pedestrians in 
the streets and loungers in hotel 
lobbies showed reluctance to venture 
any opinions relative to the possi- 
ble consequences of Sunday’ S tragic 
events. Aboves all, no one would 
give any indications as zo his per- 
sonal sympathies. It was. univer- 
sally agreed, however, that the sit- 
uation was most delicate, and the 
spark which might produce the long- 
feared conflagration was momenta- 
rily expected.

Geneva, November 23.—(By_ the 
Associated Press.)—There will be no 
amendments to the covenant of the 
league of nations at this session of 


the assembly of the decision of com- 
mittee No. 1—that on general or- 
ganization—which has been conr.- 
ering amendments, is approved in 
full session. 

Arthur J. Balfour, chairman of the 
committee, suggested in commit- 
tee meeting that it was too early 
to draw conclusions as to the work- 
ing of the league, or to form an 
idea as to how the covenant may 
be improved. He proposed that the 
committee recommend the appoint- 
ment of a special committee to con- 
sider proposed amendments and re- 


sembiy..

Plans Inaugurated, for Or-

Plans to revise state laws affect- 
ing child life in Georgia were in- 
augurated Tuesday at the meeting 
of the Georgia Council of Social 
Agencies with the appointment ofa 
committee to urge the legislature 
to create a children’s code commis- 
sion, before which can be brought 
recommendations of all organiza- 
tions interested in the protection of 
child life. 

The program of the Georgia Coun- 
cil, following a luncheon n the ping 
room at the Ansley hotel, was given 
over entirely to a discussion of the 
needed child legislation in this state. 
Jseph Logan, vice chairman of the 
council, presided in the absence of 
the chairman, Cator Woolford. The 


| folldwing agencies were represent- 


ed, the state board ‘of health, the 
state board of education, the state 
board of public welfare, the state 
department of commerce and labor, 


the state library commission, the 
Red Cross,. the Georgia children’s 
home society, the Georgia associa- 
tion of children’s institutions. 
Speeial Organization. 

So impressed was'the council with 
the need for revision of the laws 
affecting children, after hearing 
these needs presented from the view 
point of the various agencies, that 
it was the opinion of those present 
that a._new organization should be 
formed in the state to be called the 
“Georgia Committee on Child Legis- 


interested in the question. 

A committee of the council, com- 
posed of Burr Blackburn, secretary 
of the state welfare board; Dr. T. F. 
Abercrombie, secretary of the state 
health board; Mrs. J. K. Ottley, 
chairman of the state library com- 
mission; T. S. Scoggins, president 
of the Georgia association of chil- 
drén’s institutions; and Mrs. Harry 
Bishop, of Savannah, was designated 
to take the necessary steps to create 
the organization. 

Will Act Independently. 

A get ia ert the committee on 
child legislation will have no con- 
nection with the Georgia Council of 
Social Agencies. It will act inde- 
pendently, taking such steps as are 
thought best to secure the neces- 
sary improvements in the laws. The 
consensus of opinion, however, seem- 
ed to be that the plan of securing 
a legislative children’s code com- 
mission which has been so success- 
ful in many other states, would be 
adopted. The initial meeting for 
effecting this organization will be 
called early next month. 

Among the needed laws suggested 
were those for proper prenatal care 
of mothers, proper’ sanitation of 
school houses, compulsory vaccina- 
tion, creating county public welfare 
departments, standardizing pauper 
relief, providing mother’s pensions, 
improving desertion and tlligitimacy 
laws,. advancing the age of consent 
from 14 years to 18 years, broaden- 
ing the scope of the juvenile court 
law, and bringing the.state child 
labor law up to the standard of 
the federal law. 

The council voted to extend an in- 
vitation to join its membership to 
the Georgia Federation of Women’s 
clubs, the state prison commission, 
the Georgia .Association of Chil- 
éren’s Institutions, and the Interde- 
partmental Social Hygeine bureau.

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TO KEEP 
HIS JOB 


Reports from Pennsylvania that 
John W. Heisman, former coach of 
the Georgia football team, was 
about to lose out as director of 
this sport at the northern university 
as the result of dissatisfaction over 
the poor showing of his-eleven this 
year, have been given the quietus 
by a statement from Wharton Sink- 
ler, chairman of the Penn football 
committee. 


Mr. Sinkler points out in an ar-/| 


ticle in The Bulletin, of Philadel- 
phia, that Heisman has a three- 
year contract, had green material 
to begin with, and that it was too 
much to expect him to turn out a 
classy team in one year’s time. It 
is admitted, however, that the for- 
mer Tech wizard has driven his men 
hard and that in one game at least 
they appeared overworked—dead on 
their feet. 

“Persistent rumors that John W. 
Heisman would be ousted as head 
coach of the University of Pennsyl- 
vania football team as a result of 
the disastrous season sustained by 
the Red and Blue this fall, were of- 
ficially denied today by Wharton 
Sinkler, chairman of the Penn foot- 
ball committee,” says The Bulletin. 

“These reports have been going 
the rounds for some time in a des- 
ultory sort of way, but crystallized 
after the Dartmouth debacle on Sat- 
urday into the positive statement 
that Heisman would be relieved 
from duty for the balance of the 
season and his salary paid for the 
full term of his contract. 

“The football critic of The New 
York Herald, who writes under the 
pseudonym of ‘Daniel,’ in an article, 
declared that ‘several prominent 
Penn graduates had told him on Sat- 
urday evening, following the Dart- 
mouth game, that Heisman was slat- 
ed to go, just as George Brooke was 
deposed in 1914 with a part of his 
contract still unexpired. 

“"Mr. Heisman has a three-year 
contract,’ said Mr. Sinkler, ‘and he 
will be given a fair chance to show 
what he can do. 

“*It is not just to judge Mr. Heis- 
man on this season’s showing. He 
had very green material, practically 
no veterans around whom to build 
his team, and he also faced a very 
hard schedule. The first game with 
Delaware was easy and Ponn won 
handily, but every week since a 
oe team has come to Franklin 
ield. 

* ‘Bucknell, Swarthmore, Lafay- 
ette, M. I., State, Pitt and then 
Dartmouth followed in the order 
named. Penn won from the first 
three and lost the last four. It would 
have been hard to keep even a vet- 
eran team in shape for such a long 
grind, but with a green eleven it 
was impossible. No coach can be 
expected to point his squad for such 
a succession of stiff contests. 

“It also must be remembered 
that Heisman has been installing a 
new system and that not only were 
the candidates for the team ignorant 
of the principles of this system, but 
they were not very well versed in 
the fundamentals of football. So 
they had to be worked more stren- 
uously than would have been the 
case undef other conditions. There 
was not much time in which to 
teach them and every minute had to 
be utilized. Also it must be remem- 
bered that the team has been handi- 
capped by an unprecedented number 
of serious injuries to players,’ ” 


“SHOELESS JOE” 
SAYS INNOCENCE 
WILL BE PROVEN 


Greenville, 8S. C., November 23.— 
Joe Jackson, suspended Chicago 
White Sox outfielder, in a statement 
here today declared:

‘SIX MEN ARE KILLED 
BY MINE EXPLOSION 


Jasper, Ala., November 23.—Six 
men were burned to death this 


morning in a fire at the Parrish 
mine of the Railway Fuel company, 
nine miles south of Jasper, follow- 
ing a gas explosion in the mine. 
Ten others — injured, six of 
them seriously. 

The dead: Reuben Phillips, 
Dora: Lee Chamblee, Parrish; R. F. 
Chapman, Double Run, Ga.; Charles 
Lamb, Double Run, Ga.: Ulos Bent- 
ley, negro, Parrish; John Jordon, 
negro, Parrish. 

The injured: James Summer, R. 
A. Rochelle, J. H. Garrison, W. &. 
Perry, George Bell, H. Kyles, W. 
H. Martin, Earl Eaty, Buster John- 
son, Columbus Peoples. The last 
three are negroes. 

The six badly injured men were 
taken to Birmingham hospitals on 
a special train immediately after 
the accident. Special trains, with 
surgeons and first aid equipment, 
were rushed to the scene in an- 
swer to an emergency call to the 
Birmingham officers of the _ fuel 
company. 

According to miners who escaped 
injury, twenty-six men went into 
the mine this morning when oper- 
ations were resumed following a 
shutdown of more than a week, 
and when the first squad of work- 
men had progressed about half a 
mile within the drift a terrific blast 
occurred, with flames racing along 
the corridors, making escape im- 
possible and burning to death those 
nearer the scene of the explosion, 
which tore timbers from. their 
moorings, but did not choke the 
draft. 

Rescuing parties were immediate- 
ly organized and fought their way 
into the wrecked mine, removing 
the dead and injured. The cause of 
the explosion has not been deter- 
mined. 


Birmingham, Ala., November 23.— 
R. A. Rochelle, George Bell and H. 
Kyles, three miners who were in- 
jured in the explosion at Parrish, 
in Walker county, today, when six 
men were killed instantly, died at 
a local hospital] tonight as a result 
of their injuries. This brings the 
total death list to nine.

COURTS-MARTIAL 
DOOM 32 PERSONS; 
NONE EXECUTED 


Washington, November 23.—Thir- 
‘y-two persons in the army were 
sentenced to death by courts-martial 
during the last fiscal year, but in 
no case was the sentence éarried 
into execution, says Major General 
E. H. Crowder, judge advocate gen- 
eral, in his annual report made pub- 
lic today. Twelve of the death sen- 
tences, wefe disapproved, nineteen 
reduced to imprisonment ranging 
from life terms to five years, and 


one case was pending on review 
when the report was compiled. 

Only nine of the cases were for 
military offenses. Eight were 
found guilty of misbehavior in the 
face of the enemy, and one was 
sentenced as a spy. 

Trials for desertion were slightly 
less numerous than for the two pre- 
ceding years, but the comparative 
number was larged. Confinement 
for life was imposed in forty-two 
cases, thirty-one of the sentences 
being approved, two disapproved, 
eight mitigated to shorter terms and 
one pending awaits final action. 

In all 236 officers were sentenced 
to dismissal after court-martial, of 
these 134 sentences were approved. 
The total number of general court- 
martials for the more serious of- 
fenses was 6,769, 87.8 per cent con- 
victions being obtained,

Commendation for Constantine. 


“IT don’t believe that Venizelos had 
any hard feelings toward the king, 
but. In the great crisis when Greece 
was approaching a point of deci- 
sion during the beginning of the 
European war, Venizelos knew Kinz 
Constantine’s way of doing things. 
King Constantine never undertook 
anything unless he thought it was 
just and could be carried out in his 
own way. Consequently, when the 
Allies demanded that the Greek gov- 
ernment enter the war, King Con- 
stantine made a demand to the allies 
deinanding that what was just be 
Zranted to Greece before entering 
the war. This demand being refused 
by the allies, King Constantine, in 
spite of the allies’ refusal, persisted 
in remaining neutral. Venizelos, 
alert to all incidents, particularly 
to that one, apprehended that the 
king would not change his mind and 
yield to the allies’ demand. He had 
to take some step to save the coun- 
try from destruction and thus the 
split came. The very incident, I 
believe deeply, was a blessing to 
the Greek nation, because if either 
policy, Venizelos’ or Constantine’s, 
was carried out from the beginning 
to the end, Greece would have been 
destroyed. 

“I do hope my conviction on the 
complicated situation will reach 
many Greeks and bring them to a 
better understanding so that they 
will not look down on either one 
of these two great heroes, for what- 
ever they do it is for the love of 
their country.”

BARBERS’ BOARD 
SCORED IN SUIT; 
ASK INJUNCTION 


Hearing on a petition for a per- 
manent injunction to prevent the 
state board of barber examiners 
from functioning was set for hear- 
ing November 27 by Judge John -¥ 
Pendleton, in the superior court, 
Tuesday, when he granted the peti- 
tion of Attorneys J. L. Anderson and 
cee Lewisfor a temporary injunc- 

on. 

The petition is the outcome of a 
fight between the union and non- 
union barbers, which has finally 
found its way into the courts in 
the inj#nction suit brought by G. W. 
Cooper and others against the 
board. It is set out in the suit that 
the act under which “the board 
works is discriminatory and uncon- 
Stitutional; that undue influence 
was exercised by union labor leaders 
in its passage, and that the board 
created by the act is “autocratic, un- 
fair and domineering in ith meth- 
ods.” The petitioners further al- 
lege that the board is composed of 
three men who act for their own 
interests, and not the interests of 
the state. 

It is also charged that the board 
membérs are not required to make 
accounts to any state official, and 
that the board collects $15,000 an- 
nually which is “diverted to the 
pockets of the members of the 
board.” 

A special charge is made by the 
petitioners that the board, in its 
acts, favors union barbers, and its 
methods, and that its acts are di- 
rected against non-union barbers.

There’s an old, tumble-down shed

Yes, a fiddle; it isn’t a violin. It 
simply couldn’t be a violin in that 
sort of hut.

“Hark, From the Tombs” wet blan- 
ket, but a hopeful hymn of cheer 
and faith and courage. 


I stopped to listen, and I tried to 
imagine what anyone who had to 


live in that comfortless old shed 
could find to be cheerful about. I 
visioned, in my mental eye, what 
the interior looked like. How could 
it be “home” to any human being? 
And every note of the fiddle sang 
that it WAS home! Somebody came, 
near sunset time, from a poorly paid 
job somewhere to eat some kind of 
a supper—and then to take out the 
fiddle and let his soul sing through 
the strings. 

A few blocks away are handsome

residences for the wealthy. They 
have music, too, when the families 


are at home; pianos and victrolas 
that render late dances and Ha- 
waliian airs, and the offering of 
grand opera stars. 


This man with the fiddle doesn’t 
figure much in full-dress dance 
functions or theater parties. He 


nevey heard of Al Jolson or a Zieg- 
feld revue. The day’s work and the 
night at home with the family and 
his pipe and his fiddle spell the sum 
of his exXistence. : 

And yet he gets as much, or more, 
out of it, obviously. The good 
cheer and joy-o’-living in his music 


tell that. The soul takes such little 
heed of the material surroundings! 
His fiddle speaks of happy mem- 
Ories and hopeful! todays. There is 
no cankering bitterness over his 
neighbors’ fortune, or the mean- 
ness of his own house. There is 
no envy, nor hatred, nor malice, nor 
disheartenment, Rather, there is joy 
that the sun shines and the summer 
softness is in the air. And the fiddle 
sings: 

“Cheer up, and look up! We 
have the stars outside and the 
roof above our heads, the bread 
in the larder for the morning’s 
brenkfast, and the sheltered bed 
for the night hours should the 
rain come—whereas the was 
One who had not where/to lay 
His head. And we hage, too, 
these things above all’ minted 
Price; the love of our own, the 
laughter of our children, the 
warm handclasp of our friends, 
the sacred memories of those 
who have gone ahead a little 
way to wait for us Over There. 
The kisses of our long-voiceless 
mother, and of the first sweet- 
heart of our school days, and

Bits of New York Life

New York, November 23.—These 
are drab days in the Ghetto. A cut- 
rate war is on among those pic- 
turesque curb merchants of the east 


side. The Ghetto trade mart is 
dazed by a lack of customers and 
money. Business, in the Ghetto 
argot, has “gone already to ker- 
smash!” The market surges and 
babbles and harangues at the cor- 
ner of Bayard and Elizabeth streets. 

Long-whiskered merchants stand 
all day under overcoats, clothes and 
haberdashery of all description 
thrown over their venerable shoul- 
ders. Others carry strings of un- 
related shoes, hats, blankets and 
jinkle-jumble. The slump in trade 
has caused the greatest consterna- 
tion than anything since that lurid 
day five years ago when Sam 
Greenbaum, over on Rivington 
street, put a jazz orchestra in his 
knish foundry and took all the cus- 
tomers from Kavilovitch’s restau- 
rant across the street. 

The Ghetto puts some of the 
blame on prohibition. “Say,” said 
one merchant who was trying to 
get rid of some remarkable striped 
shirts at 69 cents each, “if I could 
ever set my eyes on a drunken sail- 
or again I'd die for joy.” During the 
war buoyantly-bunned sailors were 
reckless customers and even if they 
did pull the whiskers of the mer- 
chants. and play ring-around-the- 
rosie with them, they spent money 
freely. 

These days the retailers, a poly- 
glot crowd from all nations, pace 
up and down outside their stores 
like hungry wolves. The passerby 
who makes a noise like money is 
not invited in. He is dragged in— 
by the hair of the head if necessary. 
Most of their stock is carried on 
their backs, but they always have— 
whisper it quietly—some “fine sty- 
lisher garment, you wouldn’t be- 
lieve such a bargain” inside. 

One wrinkled merchant, who

HEALTH TALKS 


By WILLIAM BEADY, &. BD. 


Malaria and Tuberculosis, : 

The other day I referred to the 
waywardness of tuberculosis of the 
lungs in respect to the-mode of on- 
set of this common diséase, and 


mentioned frequent modes of onset 
which -might not arouse the suspi- 
cion of the untrained observer, as, 
for instance, onset with obstinate 
so-called “dyspepsia” in frail, poor- 
ly developed young persons who are 
anemic. 

In certain regions of the country 
where malaria (fever and ague) 
really does prevail at present or has 
prevailed in the past, an error fre- 
quently made by.the laity and per- 
haps still made occasionally by 
some careless doctor, is the confu- 
of beginning tuberculosis of 
the lungs with malaria. 

Malaria, as everyone knows or 

should know, is caused by inocula- 
tion of the victim, and only by in- 
oculation. The inoculating agent is 
one breed of mosquito called Ano- 
heles. This night-flying pest dif- 
ers from the common harmless 
mosquito of this country in sitting 
almost at right angles upon a sur- 
face, whereas the ordinary harmless 
mosquito sits with body paralled 
with the _ surface. The malaria- 
carrying mosquito becomes infected 
with the malaria parasites by drink- 
ing the blood of a person who has 
malaria, and conveys the parasites 
to the blood of the person subse- 
quently bitten. 
Without being bitten by a mos- 
quito of this breed which has had 
previous access to an _ individual 
with malaria, it is impossible for 
one to contract malaria. Therefore, 
all‘ancient theories and fancies con- 
cerning damp or swampy ground, 
fresh turned earth, and the like, 
must be discarded, except in so far 
as even a cowtrack or a tomato 
can or an obstructed eave trough 
filled with water for ten days at a 
time may furnish the necessary 
stagnant pool for breeding mosqui- 
toes. 


The characteristic sequence of 
Symptoms from which malaria re- 
ceives its common name of “fever 
and ague,” namely, chill followed 
by fever and sweating, may occur in 
other conditions than malaria. 
Chill, fever and sweat often signify 
the development of an abscess 
somewhere in the body. Sometimes 
chill, fever and sweat occur in acute 
septicema (“blood poisoning’) in 
cases of accidental wounds infected 
at the time of accident or through 
improper care after the accident. 
In the past, and in unenlightend 
communities even at present, the 
occurence of chill, followed by high 
fever and sweat in the days follow- 
ine childbirth has too often -been 
misinterpreted as “malaria.” 

In certain cases of beginning or 
incipient lung tuberculosis’ the 
patient suffers repeated and some- 
times regularly recurring attacks 
of chill, fever and sweating. If 
this happens in a district where the 
ordinary malaria or fever and ague 
is prevalent, there is danger of con- 
founding the tuberculosis with that 
disease. This danger is entirely ob-

CLEARING VIADUCT 


ON FORSYTH STREET.

There have been no developments 
for several months in the matter of 
closing the Forsyth street viaduct 
entrances. 

The proposition has been taken up 
time and again with the railroads 
but nothing definite has been ac- 
complished. 

Nothing can be done toward clos- 
ing these entrances without the con- 
sent of the railroads operating under 
the viaduct, as one of the conditions 
by which their consent was obtained 
to the construction of the viaduct, 
was that there should be a track 
level entrance on each side of the 
viaduct. 

Since that time numerous efforts 
have been made to secure the con- 
sent of the railroads to close the 
two track-level entrances. 

With the entrances closed the 
railroads would still be left with 
easy approach from the street to 
the track level by reaching the 
tracks from the point of the Central 
railroad freight depot on Forsyth 
street. 

This approach, however, would be 
on the Central railway’s property. 
On the other side of the viaduct 
the track level could be reached 
from Wall street, or perhaps from 
the extension of Spring street, but 
all this would have to be worked 
out by consent, arrangement and 
the problem is a most complicated 
one, 

It is understood that the newly ap-

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Northwest, in Dire Straits, I ries 
To Attract Settlers From Dixie 


BY JAMES A. HOLLOMON 


Washington, November 23.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Reports reach here constant- 
ly of a concerted movement among 
real estate organizationg of the 
Pacific northwest to begin at once 
a vigorous campaign in the south- 
eastern states looking to the devel- 
opment of an organized southern 
exodus to the Puget Sound country. 
Indeed, this undertaking already 
has begun. 

At a meeting of Portland realty 
men recently, following the north- 
western live stock exhibit in that 
city, a report was made by Charles 
Schnabel, a prominent member, that 
he had just returned from a com- 
plete tour of the south, as a pre- 
liminary step, and that a great in- 
flux of homeseekers from. that 
country might be expected into the 
Pacific northwest this winter. 

Quoting Mr. Schnabel literally, 
as reported in The Portland Ore- 
gonian, he said: 

“The old south is poverty stricken 
and the progressive element among 
the farmers and business men of 
that section are planning to migrate 
to the north Pacific states.” 

Following this remarkable state- 
ment or misstatement, a plan was 
inaugurated to send Frank Branch 
Riley, a progressive Portland citi- 
zen and orator, into the southeast 
to round up “the progressive ele- 
ment.” 

The real estate men of any city 
are among the most potent factors 
in that city’s development, and one 
must admire the spirit that seeks 
desirable homeseekers from any 
section by legitimate presentation 
of facts, but the statement das re- 
ported by Mr. Schnabel is so thor- 
oughly incorrect that one must view 
with alarm any effort to invade 
the southeast in a spirit of misrep- 
resentation. 

Gives Warning. 

Further, if there are any people 
in the southéast who contemplate 
migrating to the coastal northwest 
with a view of bettering their con- 
ditions, let me here and now sound 
the note of warning with all the 


emphasis of my command. I shall 
outline concisely and without prej- 
udice the conditions, industrial, ag- 
ricultural and otherwise as I know 
they exist. That it is a great coun- 
try with vast stores of natural re- 
sources and a progressive citizenry, 
every one will admit, but in the 
stormy days of a nation’s recon- 
struction, opportunities in Georgia 
or Florida or Alabama or along 
the Piedmont ridge of the Caro- 
linas are a hundred times greater 
in any line than in the north Pa- 
cific belt. 

In the coastal] belt the climate 
in fall and winter is undesirable 
to southerners, who are used to 
open air and sunshine. It is not 
cold all the time, but the extremes 
are sudden and the rain incessant. 
In Oregon and Washington they 
call it the “Oregon mist.’ If it is 
not unadulterated rain, then Geor- 
gia moonshine is not corn liquor. 
Considerable® outdoor work in the 
winter is therefore uncertain and 
hazardous to the health of the un- 
acclimated. 

In Oregon and Washington and 
western Montana, lumber is the 
chief industry. At the present time 
most of the mills have closed down 
and virtually all of the timber 
camps have closed or curtailed. 
Thousands of workers are thus idle. 
Local lumber prices remain high

Therefore there is nothing 
to attain in the grain farming 
business. 

On Puget sound, the greatest 
body of commercial water on the 
North Anmterican continent, the 
enormous fishing and canning in- 
dnstries have virtually closed down. 
The salmon and sardine canners 
find their surplus stocks too great 
under existing conditions to con- 
tinue production, hence thé curtail- 
ment, and again thousands are out 
of employment. 

Lands in the arid sections that 
are already reclaimed by irriga- 
tion are not on the market at any 
price in reason, and the lands in the 
so-called “prospective” belts have 
been “prospective” for a long time, 
and how long they will stay so is an 
uncertain problem.

The southeast, even 
with low-priced cotton, is in in- 
finitely better shape than anv sec- 
tion of the United States that T 
have visited. There is not a city 
in the west today of like size that 
is as prosperous and promising as 
Atlanta. There {s not a farming 
population with ills light as Geor- 
gians.

TARIFF CONGRESS 


President-Elect Harding 
Will Be Invited to At- 
tend Meeting Here and 
to Deliver Address. 


Houston, Texas, November 23.— 
(Special.)—Atlanta was unanimous- 
ly chosen as the next meeting place 
of the Southern Tariff congress at 
a special session of the board of 
governors of that organization held 
here today, attended by more than 
one hundred representative south- 
ern business men. 

Atlanta’s invitation was present- 
ed by Louls H. Bell, representing 
the chamber of commerce and was 
accepted over the requests of sev- 
enteen other southern cities seek- 


ing this honor. 

The congress will assemble in the 
Georgia city the latter part of next 
January, but a definite date will be 
fixed later by the board of gover- 
nors. The congress,will bring the 
leading business men and states- 
men of the south to Atlanta and an 
attendance of at least one thousand 
is expected. 

Practically every organized in- 
dustry in’ the south will be repre- 
sentede and the leading chambers 
of commerce throughout the south 


will also send delegates. Several 
southern governors are expected to 
attend. John H. Kirby, of Houston, 
well-known Texas lumberman, is 
president of the tariff association, 
and J. A. Arnold, of Fort Worth, is 
manager.

and may retire permanently from 
politics. In any event, he will await 
definition by the powers of their at- 
titude toward Greece, said Sophocles 
Venizelos, son of the former premier, 
to Paris correspondents at Nice this 
morning. 

“My father is disgusted and is 
despondent,” said the young man. 
“He ponders for hours at a time 
without saying a word. I do not 
know what his intentions are, but, 
for the present, he is too disgusted 
with everything to desire to enter 
politics again. So far as he is con- 
cerned, Greece can have the fate she 
deserves. He will want to know, 
first of all, what are the views and 
intentions of the allies toward 
Greece before he decides whether to 
resume his political work.” 

Reasons for the defeat of the 
Venizelist party which have been 
reported from Athens were confirm- 
ed by young Venizelos. He said the 
Venizelists thought they had won, 
even when they Were hopelessly 
beaten, because the royalists had 
adopted the ruse of going to the 
polls wearing Venizelist badges. He 
declared the principal reason for 
the defeat was the fact that friends 
of former King Constantine spent 
much more money than the Ven- 
izelists were aware. He asserted 
such methods were repugnant to the 
former premier, who refused to fight 
the campaign by other than the 
fairest means. 


CONSTANTINE EXPECTS 
TO REGAIN THE THRONE. 


Lucerne, November 23.—With the 
Greek plebiscite’ set for November 
28, former King Constantine now 
openly voices the expectation of re- 


turning to Athens within a month 
or six weeks. And incidentially he 
inquired of the Uited News corres- 
pondent today whether the American 
minister at Athens, might be chang- 
ed after March 4, as the present 
minister is “personally undesirable” 
to him. 


The deposed Greek ruler is look- 


ing forward to returning to Greece 
with unconcealed pleasure. His ex- 
ile in Switzerland has obviously been 
anything but pleasant. He feels that 
he has been subjected constantly to 
interferrence by agents of the allied 
governments, seeking to embarrass 
him. His every action has been 
watched for evidence of new plots, 
and according to his ,own state- 
ment, the American consul at Lu- 
cerne has taken a hand at times 
in the general policy of enforce- 
ing a sort of royal isolation upon 
him and his family. 

“The American consul,” Constan- 
tine declared, “sought to break up 
my friendship for an American 
traveler with whom I became pear- 
sonally very friendly, warning this 
gentleman not to have anything to 
ad» with me. In fact, he told him 
that if he persisted in this associa- 
tion, his passport would be cancell- 
ed, declaring my friend would be 
far better off associating with 
German spies.” 

In conversation Constantine al- 
ways refers to the kaiser as “the 
gentleman in Holland.” But he is 
strenuous in his denial that there 
is anything similar in the cases of 
the kaiser and himself. 

“Tite gentleman in Holland,” he 
said, “was expelled by his own 
subjects, while I was de-throned by 
intrigues and bayonets of outsiders. 
My own people want mé back.”

Banks Open to Criticism. 

When George E. Roberts, vice president of the National City 
oank, talks Wall street listens, because it is realized that besides 
being a banker, Mr. Roberts is one of the soundest economists in the 
country. In discussing existing conditions, Roberts frankly admits 
that the banks are open to criticism for having allowed loans to in- 
crease to the present trouble making levels. He points out, however, 
‘hat the banks are not without defense, for the reason that the demand 
for.credit was based on the world-wide demand for goods. He holds, 
hoWever, that war prosperity was fictitious, and that the high levels 
of wages and prices were dangerous, because based on temporary 
causes. He is for returning to normal conéitions.

Chicago, November 23.—A plea 
for undernourished children of Eu- 
rope was voiced here tonight by 
Herbert Hoover, .w was named 
chairman of the European relief 
council, formed today in New York. 
Mr. Hoover, speaking to 300 Chi- 
cagoans at a dinner given by How- 
ard B. Jackson, formerly vice pres- 
ident of the United States rain 
corporation, told of the affiliation 
of seven American relief societies 
and continued: 

“This council, after full investi- 
gation, has decided_that complete 
priority should be given to Ameri- 
can relief to Europe, supporting 3,- 
500,000 children who have since the 
armistice been dependent upon 
American charity until the children 
are secure over the winter. 

“Here is an issue in our foreign 
relations which is neither race, poli- 
tics nor religion. It is just the 
preservation of the lives of chil- 
dren. ; 

“Today there. are 3,500,000 waifs 

who. live by virtue of the 3,000 asy- 
lums, hospitals, clinics and canteens 
whose doof’s wou close but for 
American charity. 
the armistice Americans were car- 
rying the burden of 200,000 children 
in Belgium and 600,000 in northern 
France. This system “Was spread 
over Finland, Esthonia, Letvia, Po- 
land, Lithuania, Germany, Austria, 
Serbia, Rumania, Hungary and Ar- 
menia. 
“With the harvests of 1919 and 
1920 and the gradual economic re- 
cuperation, the burden has grown 
less and the harvest of next sum- 
mer will greatly lighten the bur- 
den. It is not a perpetual charge 
on American charity. It is an 
emergency demand. [It will cost 
$23,000,000, about $1 per month per 
child until next harvest. For every 
American dollar another dollar o 
local support is provided in equip- 
ment and food, together with a vast 
amount of -voluntary service. We 
have but to supply them with their 
deficient milk fats, clothing and, in 
some countries, bread, and they 
will succeed; without it they fail.

He declared 
there was a dangerous interval be- 
tween the signing and the registra- 
tion-of treaties. If they were not 
to be effective until registered. He 
pointed out that under this provis- 
ion of the covenant the signatories 
to treaties were left free to do as 
they chose, regardless of treaty ob- 
ligations, between the time the 
document is signed and registered. 

Upon Karnebeeck’s resolution the 
assembly agreed to submit article 
eighteen for expert interpretation. 

Submission of this article for in- 
terpretation might set a precedent 
for the examination of other articles, 
with the idea of possible reVision. 

Fight for PubHeity Continues. 

The old fight centered around 
publicity continues to crop out- 
Tuesday delegate Millen, of Aus- 
tralia, charged that the German pro- 
test on the mandate clause of the 
peace treaty had been held up. He 
demanded that the text of the pro- 
test be submitted to the assembly. 
President Hymans replied that the 
document would be distributed to 
individual delegates immediately. 
Millen insisted upon submission of 
the protest to the assembly, but Hy- 
mans rephed that the distribution 
would suffice. 

At the request of the council, 
Lord Robert Cecil agreed to with- 
draw his demand for publication of 
all documents relating to the Polish- 
Lithuanian dispute. It was pointed 
out that these documents were still 
under consideration and that public- 
ity might prejudice the statement. 
The Poles declared they had nothing 
to conceal. 

Cecil gained a point in his fight 
for “open diplomacy,” however, 
when the council voiced no objec- 
tion to adoption of his resolution 
providing that all debates be public 
hereafter. He maintained that open 
discussion of the big affairs would 
serve to gain the confidence of the 
world in the proceedings. 

As the Armenian question went 
before the council Tuesday there 
was a strong feeling evident among 
the assembly delegates that the 
United States would eventually take 
a hand in this situation. During 
Monday’s debate practically all 
speakers referred to the possibility 
of America agreeing to intervene. 


Montenegro at League D< or. 

The arrival of a delegation from 
Montenegro with the somewhat dis- 
turbing request that that nation be 
admitted to membership in the 
league of nations, coupled with an 
Albanian demand for the creation 
of a separate state and also admis- 
sion to the league, has thrown the 
whole exceedingly delicate Balkan 
en before the league assem- 

y. : 

In the Montenegrin application for 
membership it is declared that this 
nation has never recognized the 
“forced annexation’ which took 
away her sovereignty, and further 
pleads that as Montenegro was one 
of the original ailies, she should not 
have been forced to ask for admis- 
sion, but should instead have been 
one of the founders of the league. 

The application points out, in ad- 
dition, that although the Monhte- 
negrin government is in exile, it 
still exists. 

Finally, the request is made that 
the league oblige the allied powers 
to oust Siberia from Montenegro and 
permit the return of King Nicho- 
las to the throne. 

In a similar plea, the Albanians 
demand that their nation be once 
more created free and independént 
ag the boundaries laid down in

Harry Jacobs, negro, white being 
tried for his life for an assault cn 
a white woman here today, was tak- 
en from the courtrodm and lynched 
by a mob. Members of th2 mvcb, 
who had been barred from the 2curt- 
room during the progress of the 
trial, gained access to the courtroom 
by breaking down the doors. 

After forcing an entrance & the 
courtroom despite efforts = Wy the 
officials and others to prevent vio- 
lence, the negro was seized, 2 rope 
placed about his neck and drageed 
two blocks through the ma:n street 
of the town, after which the rope 
was tied to the axle of an automo- 
bile, which dragged him to Magee’s 
creek bridge, where the lifeless body ' 
was swung to the limb of a tree 
and riddled with bullets. 

Shot While Hitting Negro. 

Cleveland Strange, of Jayess, 
Miss., was accidentally shot through 
the abdomen during the affray and 
tonight is said to be in a critical 
condition. Strange is said to have 
been hitting the negro over the 
head with a pistol, holding it by 
the barrel, when the pistol was dis- 
charged, the load taking effect in 
the stomach. He was tkken to a 
hospital at McComb, Miss. 

Harry Jacobs, the negro lynched 
today, was a brother of Ben Jacobs, 
who was lynched by a mob about 
two weeks ago for an attace on 
the husband of the woman attacked 
by Harry Jacobs on October 30. 
Since his arrest he has been in jail 
at Magnolia, Brookhaven and Jack- 
son to prevent mob violence. 

A special term of court was ccn- 
vened here this morning to try the 
case with Judge D. M. Miller pre- 
siding. A grand jury had been or- 
ganized and the work of selecting a 
petit jury was being started when 
the mob stopped the proceedings hy 
pounding on the doors for admis- 
sion, with shouts of “Let us have 
him; we must have him.” 

Futile Appeals hy Judge. 

Appeals were made by Judge Mil- 
ler, other court officials and the 
husband of the woman assaulted to 
permit the court to proceed in én 
orderly manner. 

With shouts of “Come on, -tS8 get 
him,” the mob broke down the doors 
to the courthouse, rushed up tne 
stairs to the witness room, where 
Jacobs was being held, anl dragged 
him to the street. 

After the body had been hanged 
to the tree it was left there for 
several hours and great crowds cf 
curious visited the scene throughdut 
the day. Everything is quiet in 
town tonight, the mob having dis- 
persed soon after the lynching.

Mr. Winburn will have head- 
quarters in Chicago and will assume 
charge of a bureau newly estab- 
lished by the American Railway as- 
sociation to co-ordinate the work 
of the various freight associations 
in the United States to study and 


prevent freight loss to railroads. 
This bureau is the outgrowth of 


the annual meeting of the National 
Freight Claim association at At- 
iantic City last June. According to 
Mr. Winburn, railroads of the coun- 
try last year charged to their op- 
erating expense account a freight 
loss of $104,000,000, which the bureau 
is designed to diminish. He was 
freight claim agent of the Atlanta 
and West Point railroad for fifteen 
years, and was eight months ago 
promoted to auditor for this road.
